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DETAILED ACTION 
Request for Continued Examination 

1 . The Request for Continued Examination filed on January 8, 2004 under 37 CFR 
1 .114 based on parent Application No. 10/054,797 is acceptable and a RCE has been 
established. An action on the RCE follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hill (U.S. 
5,813,696). 

Hill discloses an airbag for a vehicle occupant restraint system comprising an 
airbag wall has a front wall, back wall and side wall, wherein the front wall and back wall 
being connected to each other by means of a detachable connection (60, 70), the 
connection between the front wall and the back wall being served by an unfolding of the 
side wall when the airbag inflated (see figure 1). 


Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3-7 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed January 8, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The claimed limitations still read on the prior art. 

In response to applicant's argument that Hill does not disclose an airbag wherein 
movement of the side walls permits the connection to be served, the examiner 
respectfully disagrees because Hill discloses an airbag, wherein, unfolding of the side 
walls causes the front and back wall of the airbag moving away from each other, and at 
a selected point during movement of the side walls, the portion 70 of tether 60 
(correspond to detachable connection of applicant's invention) is constructed to rupture. 
In other words, without having movement or unfolding of the side walls, the portion 70 of 
tether 60 would not be ruptured, and the portion 70 of tether 60 is ruptured only when 
the side walls is unfolded to a selected point.
